East Los Angeles (Salazar Park) regarding an on-duty, deputy involved, hit shooting. 
The shooting resulted in the deaths of Suspects Rene Herrera (Suspect Herrera) and 
Fernando Cruz (Suspect Cruz). IAB Lieutenant Carter advised that the East Los 
Angeles Station on-duty watch commander took reasonable steps to ensure the 
involved employees and witness personnel did not discuss the incident amongst 
themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned 
investigators. 


Investigators John Duncan, И а па Joseph Valencia, гог the Los 
Angeles County Sheriffs Department (LASD) Homicide Bureau assumed control of the 
shooting investigation. For further information regarding the investigation conducted by 
Homicide Bureau, refer to the Homicide casebooks Volumes | and 1! under file number 
018-13818-0278-013 [EXHIBT A, VOLUME | and II]. 


SYNOPSIS 


On September 19, 2018, Deputy Garnica was working East Los Angeles Station (ELA), 
as Unit 23, P.M. shift. Deputy Garnica was accompanied by Mary Ramirez, Law 
Enforcement Technician (LET), who was seated in the front passenger seat. Witness 
Ramirez was assigned to ELA desk operations and was scheduled to work her shift as 
a "ride-along" with Deputy Garnica 


IAB Note: It is encouraged for station desk personnel to work their 


Shift as a “ride-along” with patrol deputies. The purpose 
of this procedure is to allow desk personnel to experience 
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w Ve 


how deputies work in the field which help desk personnel 
relate to the deputies' field work concerns. 


At approximately 1817 hours an assault with a deadly weapon call for service was 
dispatched [EXHIBT A, VOLUME I, pages 29 and 30 copy of East Los Angeles 
incident history report, ELA18262-0357, and EXHIBIT G, PDF of tag #357]. The 
details in the call stated that a Hispanic male in a black BMW (Suspect's vehicle) with a 
front license plate E uw a gun at two people and asked them, "Where 
you from?" 


The suspect's vehicle sped away from the area. Deputies attempted to locate the 
suspect's vehicle. Approximately six minutes later, Deputy Garnica located the 
suspect's vehicle on Princeton Street at Eastman Avenue facing west at a four-way 
stop. Deputy Garnica identified the suspect's vehicle from the front license plate, 
Enc] The suspect's vehicle traveled north on Eastman Avenue, then east onto 
6" Street. Deputy Garnica maintained a visual of the suspect's vehicle and used his 
patrol vehicle's radio to access Sheriff's Communication Center (SCC) to conduct a pre- 
Stop coordination (code-9) on the suspect's vehicle. He requested additional units, a 
sergeant, and LASD Air 21, which was already flying above (Deputy Garnica's 
transcripts, page 7). Air 21 subsequently took over the pre-stop coordination. 


IAB Note: Pre-stop coordination and Code-9 is a LASD policy under 
MPP 5-09/205.00. A copy of MPP 5-09/205.00 was 
submitted in the case under Miscellaneous Documents. 


The suspect's vehicle proceeded south on Record Avenue, then west on Whittier 
Boulevard, where a second LASD patrol unit (Unit 23B, Deputies Carbajal and Valle) 
joined the pre-stop coordination. The suspect's vehicle continued south on Townsend 
Avenue from Whittier Boulevard, west on Verona Street, then north on Ditman Avenue, 
and entered the parking lot of Salazar Park. The suspect's vehicle drove up and over a 
raised curb and entered the parks baseball field. Deputies Garnica and Carbajal 
followed the suspect's vehicle into the park. The suspect's vehicle drove southwest 
toward a pedestrian access way, which led to Hicks Avenue. 


IAB Note: Salazar Park and the immediate surrounding area that 
intersects with Hicks Avenue is well-known to ELA 
deputy personnel where the criminal street gang "Laguna 
Park Vikings" flee when encountered by law enforcement. 
As evident in photographs of “Laguna Park Vikings" gang 
graffiti [EXHIBIT ВЈ. 


The suspect's vehicle came to an abrupt stop. Simultaneously, Deputy Garnica 
stopped his vehicle behind the suspect's vehicle, and Deputy Carbajal attempted to stop 
his patrol vehicle adjacent to Deputy Garnica’s patrol vehicle. Deputy Carbajal applied 
the brakes on his patrol vehicle, but it slid on the loose dirt and laid to rest within a few 
feet from the suspect's vehicle. Suspect Martinez exited the front passenger side and 
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ran west through the park. Suspect Martinez was subsequently detained by ELA 
deputy personnel [EXHIBT A, VOLUME I, pages 27-30 County of Los Angeles 
Sheriff's Department-Supplemental Report]. Simultaneously, Suspect Herrera exited 
the driver's side door, and immediately fired three times from his .38 caliber revolver at 
Deputy Garnica and LET Ramirez [EXHIBIT C, photograph of Deputy Garnica's 
patrol vehicle]. Two shots passed through the windshield and the third shot passed 
through the driver's side door. Deputy Garnica was shot by one bullet on his chin as he 
exited his patrol vehicle. After being shot, Deputy Garnica fell to the ground outside his 
patrol vehicle. Deputy Garnica got up from the ground and fired once at Suspect 
Herrera. Deputy Garnica tactically retreated to the back of his patrol vehicle for cover. 
Immediately after hearing the gunshots, LET Ramirez ducked down in her seat and her 
arm was struck by shrapnel. She remained ducked down in her seat until the shooting 
stopped. Aero 21 advised SCC a 998 had occurred [EXHIBIT D, SCC radio 
broadcast]. 


IAB Note: “998” is a Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department radio 
code for a deputy involved shooting (DIS). 


Deputy Carbajal attempted to exit his patrol vehicle when he was shot on his chest by 
Suspect Herrera [EXHIBIT E, photograph of Deputy Carbajal's patrol vehicle]. After 
being shot, Deputy Carbajal exited his patrol vehicle and returned fire, shooting twelve 
rounds at Suspect Herrera. Deputy Carbajal ran and took cover behind Deputy 
Garnica's patrol vehicle. Simultaneously, Deputy Valle exited the passenger side of the 
patrol vehicle and heard gunshots. He heard Deputy Carbajal say he was shot. Deputy 
Valle took cover behind the engine block of his patrol vehicle. He saw Suspect Herrera 
pointing his gun at him. Believing Suspect Herrera was going to shoot him, Deputy 
Valle fired seven rounds at Suspect Herrera. After Deputy Valle shot at Suspect 
Herrera, Suspect Herrera went down behind the suspect's vehicle. Deputy Valle 
Stopped shooting when he could no longer see Suspect Herrera. Deputy Valle walked 
to the rear of Deputy Garnica's patrol vehicle and saw Deputies Garnica and Carbajal 
bleeding. Deputy Valle used his handheld radio and requested emergency medical 
services for Deputies Garnica and Carbajal. 


Deputies Aaron Abellano, Amm and Silvano Garcia, A ELA Unit 24, arrived, 
and saw Deputies Garnica and Carbajal bleeding. Deputy Abellano told Deputies 
Garnica and Carbajal to get into his patrol vehicle. As they entered the patrol vehicle, 
Deputy Abellano heard additional gun fire, but was uncertain who was shooting. Deputy 
Abellano subsequently transported Deputies Garnica and Carbajal to Los Angeles 
County USC Medical Center in his patrol vehicle [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 149 
through 150]. Deputy Valle walked around to the rear driver's side of Deputy Garnica's 
patrol vehicle and located Suspect Herrera. Suspect Herrera was lying on the ground 
near the suspect's vehicle. 


Deputies Trejo and Miguel Leon, arrived shortly after the first shots were fired. They 


stopped between Deputies Garnica's and Carbajal's patrol vehicle. Deputy Trejo saw 
Deputy Carbajal as he walked toward their patrol vehicle bleeding from his neck. 
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Deputy Trejo exited his patrol vehicle and took cover behind Deputy Carbaja’s patrol 
vehicle’s engine block. He saw a male Hispanic (Suspect Cruz) with a bald head in the 
back seat of the suspect’s vehicle. Suspect Cruz made eye contact with Deputy Trejo. 
Suspect Cruz raised his right hand and pointed a shiny silver gun directly at Deputy 
Trejo. Deputy Trejo believed Suspect Cruz was going to shoot him, so he shot at 
Suspect Cruz approximately eight times (Deputy Trejo’s transcripts, page 15 and 18). 
Deputy Trejo stopped shooting because he no longer saw Suspect Cruz’ right hand or 
the weapon. 


At this time, Deputy Valle stood behind Deputy Garnica’s patrol vehicle’s driver's door to 
take cover. Deputy Valle held his position until assisting units arrived. He did not see 
Suspect Herrera move and did not know if there were additional suspects inside the 
suspect's vehicle. 


After additional units arrived, they formed a tactical plan to clear the suspect's vehicle. 
Deputies Waites, Rosario, Kang, and Valle cleared the suspect's vehicle. Deputy Kang 
removed Suspect Cruz out of the suspect's vehicle and administered CPR [EXHIBT A, 
VOLUME І, Deputy Kang's County of Los Angeles Sheriff's Department- 
Supplemental Report, page 22]. Deputies Waites and Rosario moved Suspect 
Herrera away from the suspect's vehicle to administered CPR [EXHIBT A, VOLUME І, 
Deputies Waites and Rosario's County of Los Angeles Sheriff's Department- 
Supplemental Report, page 35 and 37]. Deputy personnel requested Emergency 
Medical Services for both suspects. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S LETTER OF OPINION 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office reviewed the fatal shooting of Suspects Rene Herrera and Fernando Cruz. In 
their letter of opinion, dated December 11, 2019, Deputy District Attorney Shannon 
Presby concluded Deputies Joel Garnica, Joe Carbajal, Luis Valle, and Sergio Trejo 
acted lawfully in self-defense and in defense of others [EXHIBIT F].

It was 
determined Suspect Cruz's death was caused by multiple gunshot wounds [EXHIBT A, 
VOLUME I, pages 357-374 and autopsy photographs]. A Laboratory Analysis 
Summary Report was completed [EXHIBT A, VOLUME І, pages 332, 333, 341 and 
342 and EXHIBIT G, crime lab reports]. Suspect Cruz's blood tested positive for 
cannabinoids and methamphetamine. 


DEPARTMENT PERSONNEL INJURIES 


Deputy Garnica sustained a gunshot wound to his jaw. Deputy Carbajal sustained a 
gunshot wound to his right shoulder. LET Ramirez had a bruise to her left shoulder 
from shrapnel.

The incident occurred during hours of daylight. The weather was clear and cool.

Alma Avenue, Los Angeles; South Ditman Avenue, Los Angeles; and Salazar Park 
[EXHIBT A, VOLUME 1, pages 101-105, and EXHIBIT С, surveillance video]. Deputy 
Diana Fazzini, authored a County of Los Angeles Sheriff's Department- 
Supplemental Report where she interviewed witnesses who captured portions of the 
incident on their cell phone video [EXHIBT A, VOLUME І, pages 64, 65, and EXHIBIT 
G, cell phone video]. Surveillance video was also obtained of the initial assault with a 


deadly weapon committed at South Bonnie Beach Place, Los 
Angeles [EXHIBT A, VOLU! , pages -105, and EXHIBIT G, surveillance 
video]. 

WITNESS STATEMENTS 


Homicide investigators and deputy personnel contacted numerous civilians and 
Department personnel. Some of the witnesses contacted provided germane 
information, but the information was not consequential to the shooting. The nature of 
these contacts are summarized in the Homicide casebook EXHBIT A, Volume | and 
EXHIBIT G, interviews.

The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. Additional 
information and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio 
recorded interviews and verbatim transcriptions. IAB investigators reviewed reports 
authored by the involved deputies. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY JOEL GARNICA 
Homicide Interview 


On October 9, 2018, Deputy Garnica was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Duncan and Valencia. The interview was transcribed and can be found in the Homicide 
casebook [EXHIBT A, VOLUME |, pages 155-188]. 


IAB Interview 


On April 21, 2020, Deputy Garnica was interviewed by IAB investigators. The interview 
was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau office. Deputy Garnica was represented 
by his attorney, Ken Yuwiler. 


On September 18, 2018, Deputy Garnica was working PM shift, Unit 23, with LET Mary 
Ramirez who was on a ride-along. Deputy Garnica was looking for a vehicle that was 
involved in An Assault with a Deadly Weapon crime on 6" Street and Bonnie Beach. 
The suspect's vehicle had a distinctive front license plate ESSI Deputy Garnica 
located the suspect's vehicle stopped at a four way stop on Princeton Street and 
Eastman Avenue. The suspect's vehicle was in the westbound lane, made a right turn, 
and drove north on Princeton Street. Deputy Garnica followed the suspect's vehicle 
and initiated a code-9 radio broadcast over the SCC channel [EXHIBIT H, google map 
of the code-9 route]. 


After Deputy Garnica initiated the code-9 radio broadcast, Air 21 was flying above and 
took control of the radio communication (Deputy Garnica's transcripts, page 12). The 
suspect's vehicle drove at normal speeds and abided by the laws of the road. Deputy 
Garnica maintained a visual on the suspect's vehicle. While they traveled west on 
Whittier Boulevard, a second LASD unit joined the code-9. Prior to them entering the 
Salazar Park parking lot, a third LASD unit joined the code-9. Deputy Garnica did not 
initiate a felony traffic stop because of the close proximity of Salazar Park and the 
pedestrians inside the park (Deputy Garnica's transcripts, page 12). The suspect's 
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vehicle drove over the raised curb and drove west through the park toward the access 
way, which led to Hicks Avenue. This is a common theme for “Laguna Park” gang 
members to run into the area because Hicks Avenue is known to have "Laguna Park" 
gang associates. 


As the suspect's vehicle approached the access way, the front passenger door opened, 
a suspect (Suspect Martinez) exited, and ran west through the park. The suspect's 
vehicle stopped and Deputy Garnica stopped behind the suspect's vehicle. As soon as 
Deputy Garnica stopped, he heard gunshots. Deputy Garnica was seated in the driver's 
seat when he saw Suspect Herrera standing outside of the suspect's vehicle in a 
shooting stance that the Department teaches (Deputy Garnica's transcripts, page 
17). As Suspect Herrera shot at Deputy Garnica, Deputy Garnica heard and saw the 
muzzle flash coming from Suspect Herrera's gun as he fired it at him (Deputy 
Garnica's transcripts, page 15). 


Deputy Garnica attempted to exit his patrol vehicle when he felt he was shot on his 
chest. He described the pain as being “punched” on his chest. Deputy Garnica exited 
his patrol vehicle to get cover behind his door when he was shot on his face. He said, 
"It felt as if, someone hit me with a baseball bat across the face" (Deputy Garnica's 
transcripts, page 16). Deputy Garnica subsequently swallowed the bullet that entered 
his face (Deputy Garnica's transcripts, page 24). Deputy Garnica fell to the ground 
outside his patrol vehicle. He coughed up blood and got up from the ground because 
he felt Suspect Herrera was going to kill him. Deputy Garnica saw Suspect Herrera on 
the ground as he attempted to get up. Deputy Garnica fired one shot at Suspect 
Herrera because he believed Suspect Herrera was going to get up and shoot him, his 
partners, and/or LET Ramirez (Deputy Garnica's transcripts, pages 16 and 17). 
Deputy Garnica was approximately fifteen feet away and shot at Suspect Herrera in a 
downward direction. Deputy Garnica retreated to his patrol vehicle where he fell to the 
ground. While he self-assessed his wounds, additional units arrived to assist. Deputies 
assisted him and Deputy Carbajal into a patrol vehicle. They were driven by patrol 
vehicle to LA-USC Medical Center where he was treated for his injuries. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY JOE CARBAJAL 


Homicide Interview 

On October 9, 2018, Deputy Carbajal was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Duncan and Valencia. The interview was transcribed and can be found in the Homicide 
casebook [EXHIBIT A, Volume Il, pages 189-222]. 

IAB Interview 

On April 21, 2020, Deputy Carbajal was interviewed by IAB investigators. The interview 


was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau office. Deputy Carbajal was represented 
by his attorney, Susan Jerich. 
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Deputy Carbajal was working ELA Crime Enforcement Team (CET), Unit 23B, with his 
partner Deputy Valle. Deputy Carbajal was driving and Deputy Valle was the 
passenger. On September 19, 2018, their shift began at 1200 hours. 


IAB Note: Crime Enforcement Team (CET) is tasked to identify and 
quell crime trends in the county areas of East Los 
Angeles. 


Deputies Carbajal and Valle were conducting a patrol check near the area of Salazar 
Park when they heard a call for service dispatched. The call involved a man with a gun 
in the area of Bonnie Beach and 6" street. Deputy Carbajal was familiar with that area 
because it is well-known for "Little Valley" gang members to loiter. Deputy Carbajal 
assumed "Laguna Park Vikings" gang members were involved with the above call for 
service. It is common knowledge to ELA personnel that "Little Valley" gang members 
feud with "Laguna Park" gang members. Knowing that “Laguna Park Vikings" gang 
members return to Salazar Park after committing crimes, Deputies Carbajal and Valle 
conducted a patrol check of Salazar Park. While at Salazar Park, Deputy Carbajal 
heard over the radio, Deputy Garnica indicated he was following behind the suspect's 
vehicle. 


Deputy Carbajal followed the other patrol unit at Whittier Boulevard, while driving west. 
Atthis time, Deputies Carbajal and Valle were the second ELA unit during the pre-stop 
coordination and Air 21 took control of the radio communication. The suspect's vehicle 
entered Salazar Park and drove over a raised curb into the park. There were 
pedestrians in the park, but the suspect's vehicle drove in a southwest direction toward 
the access way toward Hicks Avenue. Deputy Carbajal has had numerous experiences 
dealing with "Laguna Park Vikings" gang members on Hicks Avenue and Salazar Park. 
Therefore, he believed the suspects in the vehicle were in fact "Laguna Park Vikings" 
gang members, and they attempted to flee using the access way from Salazar Park 
onto Hicks Avenue (Deputy Carbajal's transcripts, page 12). The suspect's vehicle 
stopped just short of the access way and Deputy Garnica stopped behind the suspect's 
car. Deputy Carbajal drove to the right of Deputy Garnica's patrol vehicle and 
attempted to stop parallel to the other patrol unit. When Deputy Carbajal applied his 
brakes, his patrol vehicle slid on the field and came to a stop within ten feet from the 
suspect's vehicle. Deputy Carbajal communicated with Deputy Valle he believed the 
suspects were heading toward the cul-de-sac of Hicks Avenue. Deputy Carbajal 
believed the suspects were going to run or fire a gun at them (Deputy Carbajal's 
transcripts, pages 15). 


Simultaneously, a suspect (Suspect Martinez) ran from the front passenger door and 
west through the park. The driver (Suspect Herrera) exited and Deputy Carbajal heard 
approximately two to three gunshots. Deputy Carbajal attempted to exit his patrol 
vehicle when he saw Suspect Herrera on the driver's side as he walked toward the 
trunk of the suspect's vehicle. Suspect Herrera pointed his gun at Deputy Carbajal and 
shot him on his chest. Deputy Carbajal was seated in his patrol vehicle when he was 
shot (Deputy Carbajal’s transcripts, page 16 and 17). Deputy Carbajal exited his 
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patrol vehicle, took cover behind Deputy Garnica's patrol vehicle's engine block, and 
returned fire. Deputy Carbajal shot at Suspect Herrera because he believed suspect 
would continue to shoot at him or his partners (Deputy Carbajal's transcripts, page 
20). Deputy Carbajal fired approximately seven times at Suspect Herrera until Suspect 
Herrera disappeared behind the suspect's vehicle (Deputy Carbajal's transcripts, 
page 21). Deputy Carbajal stopped shooting because Suspect Herrera stopped 
shooting at him, and he lost sight of Suspect Herrera. Deputy Carbajal took cover 
behind the back of Deputy Garnica's patrol vehicle where he discovered he was shot on 
his chest. Deputy Garnica was also at the back of the patrol vehicle and he was shot on 
his face. Assisting deputy personnel arrived and assisted Deputies Carbajal and 
Garnica into a patrol vehicle. Prior to being helped into a patrol vehicle, Deputy 
Carbajal heard additional gun fire and believed Suspect Herrera was shooting at them 
(Deputy Carbajal transcripts, page 23 and 24). Deputy Abellano transported 
Deputies Carbajal and Garnica to Los Angeles County USC Medical Center [EXHIBIT 
A, VOLUME I, pages 109, 110, 149, and 150]. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY LUIS VALLE 
Homicide Interview 


On September 20, 2018, Deputy Valle was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Duncan and Valencia. The interview was summarized in the Homicide casebook 
[EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 131-134]. 


IAB Interview 


On April 27, 2020, Deputy Valle was interviewed by IAB investigators. The interview 
was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau office. Deputy Valle was represented by 
his attorney, Amy Johnson. 


Deputy Valle was working ELA CET, Unit 23B, with his partner Deputy Carbajal. 

Deputy Valle was the passenger and Deputy Carbajal was the driver. On September 
19, 2018, their shift began at 1200 hours. Deputy Valle heard over the radio an assault 
with a deadly weapon/man with a gun call was dispatched. The call stated a man with a 
gun pointed it at someone and asked, "Where are you from?" Based on the nature and 
the location of the call, Deputy Valle believed "Little Valley" and "Laguna Park Vikings" 
gangs were involved. 


IAB Note: “Little Valley" and “Laguna Park Vikings" are two illegal 
Criminal street gangs in the ELA station's reporting 
district. 


Deputies Carbajal and Valle drove onto Whittier Boulevard when they heard ELA Unit 
23 was following behind the suspect's vehicle. As they joined to follow the suspect as 
the second ELA unit, Air 21 took over the radio communication. The suspect's vehicle 
drove to Salazar Park and drove over a raised curb and drove south in the park.

Deputy Valle believed the suspect's vehicle drove toward the access way where Hicks 
Avenue meets the park because that area is a common route for "Laguna Park Vikings" 
gang members run to escape from law enforcement contact (Deputy Valle transcripts, 
page 10). The suspect's vehicle stopped approximately thirty feet from that access 
way. A suspect (Suspect Martinez) exited the front passenger door and ran west 
through the park. Deputy Valle was focused on Suspect Martinez when he heard 
gunshots. He then focused on the suspect's vehicle and heard Deputy Carbajal say he 
was shot. Simultaneously, Deputy Valle saw Suspect Herrera on the driver's side near 
the trunk of the suspect's vehicle pointing a gun at him. Deputy Valle believed Suspect 
Herrera was going to shoot him. Deputy Valle sought cover behind his patrol vehicle's 
engine block and fired his gun at Suspect Herrera approximately five to seven times 
(Deputy Valle transcripts, page 17, 18, 21, and 30). He saw Suspect Herrera go 
down behind the suspect's vehicle and Deputy Valle stopped shooting. Deputy Valle 
walked to the rear of a patrol vehicle and saw Deputies Garnica and Carbajal bleeding. 
Deputy Valle advised SCC two deputies were shot and requested emergency medical 
services (Deputy Valle transcripts, page 18). 


Deputies Carbajal and Garnica told Deputy Valle they were okay. Deputy Valle then 
attempted to relocate Suspect Herrera. Deputy Valle advanced to Deputy Garnica's 
driver's door for cover, and saw Suspect Herrera lying face up on the ground 
unresponsive. Deputy Valle held his position of cover until assisting deputy personnel 
arrived. Once sufficient deputy personnel arrived, deputies tactically approached 
Suspect Herrera and the suspect's vehicle (Deputy Valle transcripts, page 23). As 
deputy personnel approached Suspect Herrera and the suspect's vehicle, Suspect 
Herrera was unresponsive. As deputy personnel cleared the suspect's vehicle, they 
removed a third suspect (Suspect Cruz) from the vehicle who was unresponsive. 
Deputy personnel dragged Suspect Herrera away from the suspect's vehicle (Deputy 
Valle transcripts, page 26). Shortly after, Deputy Valle was ordered to respond to ELA 
station. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE DEPUTY SERGIO TREJO 

Homicide Interview 

On September 20, 2018, Deputy Trejo was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Duncan and Valencia. The interview was summarized in the Homicide casebook 
[EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 134-136]. 

IAB Interview 

On May 27, 2020, Deputy Trejo was interviewed by IAB investigators. The interview 
was conducted at the Internal Affairs Bureau office. Deputy Trejo was represented by 
his attorney, Amy Johnson. 


Deputy Trejo was working ELA CET, Unit 20H2, with his partner Deputy Miguel Leon. 
Deputy Trejo was the passenger and Deputy Leon was the driver. When the assault 
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with a deadly weapon call was dispatched, they were patrolling near the area of Bonnie 
Beach and 6" Street. The area is known for “Little Valley gang members to frequently 
visit. The “Little Valley” gang were known to clash with the “Laguna Park Vikings” gang. 
Deputies Trejo and Leon arrived at the location where the crime was committed 
[EXHIBT A, VOLUME І, pages 1 through 13, County of Los Angeles Sheriff's 
Department Incident Report]. Deputies Trejo and Leon heard Deputy Garnica was 
following (Code 9) behind the suspect's vehicle. Air 21 broadcasted radio 
communication that the suspect's vehicle was south inside Salazar Park. Deputies 
Trejo and Leon drove to Salazar Park to assist. 


When they arrived at Salazar Park to assist, Deputy Leon drove onto the park. Deputy 
Trejo noticed Deputy Carbajal walk toward Deputies Trejo and Leon's patrol vehicle. 
Deputy Carbajal held his neck and blood was running down his arm (Deputy Trejo's 
transcripts page 12). Deputy Leon stopped their patrol vehicle next to Deputy 
Garnica's patrol vehicle and behind Deputy Carbajal's patrol vehicle. Deputy Trejo 
exited his patrol vehicle and took cover behind Deputy Carbajal's patrol vehicle's 
engine, which was approximately twenty-four feet away. Deputy Trejo did not hear any 
gunfire, but believed the threat to him and his partners was inside the suspect's vehicle 
(Deputy Trejo's transcripts page 14). Deputy Trejo noticed the right rear passenger 
door was closed, but the window was down. He saw a male Hispanic (Suspect Cruz), 
bald head, seated in the back seat with his left hand on the driver's headrest. Deputy 
Trejo could not see Suspect Cruz's right hand (Deputy Trejo's transcripts page 14). 
Suspect Cruz made eye contact with Deputy Trejo, raised his right hand, and pointed a 
gun at him. Deputy Trejo described the gun as “shiny” silver, circular shape, large 
barrel, and appeared to be a revolver (Deputy Trejo's transcripts page 15).

Deputy Trejo believed Suspect Cruz was going to shoot him because he noticed Deputy 
Carbajal bleeding from his neck and Suspect Cruz was now pointing a gun at him. 
Deputy Trejo fired his gun approximately eight times at Suspect Cruz (Deputy Trejo's 
transcripts pages 15, 16, and 27). Deputy Trejo stopped firing when Suspect Cruz 
stopped moving. Deputy Trejo looked to his west and saw Deputy Miramontes had 
detained another suspect (Suspect Martinez). Deputy Trejo believed Suspect Cruz was 
no longer a threat so he and Deputy Leon drove their patrol vehicle to assist Deputy 
Miramontes. Deputies Trejo and Leon assisted Deputy Miramontes and detained 
Suspect Martinez [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 27 through 30 and EXHIBIT G, 
surveillance video]. Deputy Trejo noticed deputy personnel had cleared the suspect's 
vehicle. Deputies removed Suspect Cruz from the suspect's vehicle and provided 
medical aid (Deputy Trejo's transcripts pages 22 and 23). Shortly after, Deputy Trejo 
was transported to ELA station. 


WITNESS LAW ENFORCEMENT TECHNICIAN MARY RAMIREZ 


On September 20, 2018, LET Ramirez was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Michael Austin, г E Marcelo Quintero, | — uM interview was 
summarized [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME I, pages 150 through 153]. Precise wording may

be obtained by reviewing the digital audio recorded interview [EXHIBIT G, interviews 
Austin-Quintero]. 


Witness Ramirez was seated in the passenger seat of Deputy Garnica's patrol vehicle. 
The suspect vehicle stopped inside the park, the driver (Suspect Herrera) exited, and 
immediately began shooting at their patrol vehicle. Witness Ramirez immediately 
leaned forward and ducked down in her seat. She heard glass shatter around her. 
Witness Ramirez described Suspect Herrera's gun as being a handgun. She could not 
recall how many times Suspect Herrera fired his gun, but it was more than once. 


When the shooting stopped, Witness Ramirez heard someone say two deputies were 
down. She looked in her mirror and saw Deputy Garnica, to the rear of the patrol 
vehicle, on his knees bleeding from his face and neck. Witness Ramirez looked up and 
saw two suspects on the ground handcuffed as deputies performed CPR on them. 


WITNESS DEPUTY JUSTIN WAITES 


On May 28, 2020, Deputy Waites was interviewed by an IAB investigator at ELA station. 
On September 18, 2018, Deputy Waites was working PM shift, Unit 23A, with his 
partner Deputy Erin Rosario, хана Deputy Waites arrived after the incident and 
stated in his report [EXHIBIT A, VOLUME 1, page 35] the suspect's head was not faced 
in a westerly direction. 


Deputy Waites clarified when he arrived at Salazar Park he saw a male Hispanic 
(Suspect Herrera) lying face up with his head in a westerly direction and his feet in an 
easterly direction (Deputy Waites' transcripts, page 3). 


SUSPECT HECTOR MARTINEZ 


On September 19, 2018, Suspect Martinez was interviewed by Homicide Investigators 
Antonio Guillen, MEM and Eduardo Aguirre, The interview was 
summarized, audio recorded, and transcribed in the Homicide casebook [EXHIBT A, 
VOLUME I, pages 119 and 120 and VOLUME Il, pages 1 through 12 and EXHIBIT 
G, interviews Guillen-Aguirre]. 


On September 21, 2018, Suspect Martinez was interviewed by IAB investigators. 
Precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview 
and verbatim transcriptions. 


Suspect Martinez was at Salazar Park with his friend (Suspect Cruz, aka "Slim") as they 
smoked marijuana. Suspects Martinez and Cruz were "faded" on marijuana when a 
gang member (Suspect Herrera) from "Laguna Park Vikings" told Suspects Martinez 
and Cruz to get into his vehicle (Suspect Martinez' transcripts, page 6). 


IAB Note: The term “faded” is street slang for being under the 
Influence of marijuana. 
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Suspect Herrera was the driver, Suspect Martinez was in the front passenger seat, and 
Suspect Cruz was in the rear seat. Suspect Herrera’s behavior was odd and Suspect 
Martinez believed Suspect Herrera was under the influence of methamphetamine 
(Suspect Martinez’ transcripts, page 16). They drove around for approximately five 
minutes when Suspect Martinez noticed the police behind them. Suspect Herrera drove 
into Salazar Park and said, “We're done” while he pulled out a gun (Suspect Martinez’ 
transcripts, page 18 and 19). As Suspect Herrera drove over a raised curb and into 
the park, Suspect Martinez ran out of the suspect's vehicle. He ran toward Alma 
Avenue when he heard numerous gun shots. Suspect Martinez said he was hit by a 
patrol vehicle, and detained (Suspect Martinez’ transcripts, pages 5, 6, and 22). 


IAB Note: Suspect Martinez’ allegation of being ran over by deputy 
personnel is being investigated under file number 
919-00065-2003-441 and IAB IV 2499015. 


Suspect Martinez remembered he heard approximately three gunshots before he was 
detained by deputies, and heard an additional three gunshots while being detained. He 
remembered the first three gunshots being louder than the last three gunshots 
(Suspect Martinez’ transcripts, page 130 and 31). After he heard six gunshots, 
Suspect Martinez was handcuffed and placed inside a patrol vehicle. Suspect Hector 
Martinez was not charged with a crime and subsequently released. 
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
